Jeremiah Michael Rowe 
was 
born 
1 near Emmitsburg, Feb. 13, 1834, a son 
of William and 
Hannah 
(Hoffman) 
, Rowe, and a 
grandsan 
of 
Michael 
Rowe, an early settler 
of 
Frederick 
county. 
He 
moved to Gettysburg in 
1859 establishing 
the 
“Red 
Front” 
store on Baltimore 
Hill, 
where 
for 
! many years he carried on 
a 
grocery 
business. 
During the night of July 2, 1863, of­ 
ficers of the commissary 
department 
of the Federal 
Army 
superintended 
the removal of practically the entire 
stock, giving 
Mr. 
itowe a 
carefully 
itemized bill of sale and order on the 
United States Government 
for 
pay­ 
ment, which like others of the border 
raid claims was 
never 
paid. 
Their 
only disappointment was in not secur­ 
ing tobacco, the stock of which Ewell’s 
Confederates had cleaned out the day 
before, and even in their 
hurry 
had 
paid for with Confederate money. 
A lieut 1873 Mr. Howe opened a har­ 
ness and saddlery 
establishment 
on 
C arlisle 
street 
near 
the 
Western 
Maryland station, having learned that 
trade as 
a 
youth 
in 
Emmitsburg. 
About fifteen years ago he was oblig­ 
ed to discontinue on account 
of

City Commissioners. 


Trenton, Aug, 6.—The New Jersey 
legislature met In ape/ial session to 
consider the passage of legislation to 
ratify an election held In Jersey Cill, 
at which the commission form of gov­ 
ernment was decided upon. 
Procedlngs to oust the commission­ 
ers elected were instituted by persons 
opposed to Uie new form of govern­ 
ment. and to prevent the success of 
this move Governor Fielder called the 
special session and recommended that 
laws he passed that will ratify the 
election. 
It is said by those opposed to the 
commission form of government that 
2<) p*r cent of the vote cast at last 
November's election was not polled a* 
the election at which the commission 
form of government was adopted. 
When the two houses convened res­ 
olutions were adopted to refer all billa 
In both houses to a special committee 
on procedure. The purpose of this was 
to limit as 
as possible the passage 
of bills relative only to the Jersey City 
situation 
Assemblyman Martin. Democrat, of 
Hudson 
county, 
introduced In the 
house two hills. One ratifies the spe­ 
cial election at which the commission 
form of government was adopted, and 
the other makes a radical ehange in 
the mater of submitting proof In quo 
warranto proceedings. This bill pro­ 
vides that the burden of proof shall 
he upon the relator rather than the 
respondent, us is now the law. 
Both 
of these bill* are designed to keep in 
power the new commission govern 
uicnt administration in Jersey City.

Washington, Aug. (J.—Both ends of 
the capitol were busy with the search 
for the "insidious lobby," which here­ 
tofore has been confined to the sen­ 
ate wing. 
The probers of the senate continued 
their work with regard to th? volumin­ 
ous correspondence of Martin M. Mul­ 
hall, the former lobbyist for the Na­ 
tional Association of Manufacturers, 
while the house probers got into action 
mid cleared the way to put Mulhall on 
the grill. 
It is intimated that the house com­ 
mittee may not be as considerate in 
handling the lobbyist as the senate 
Investigators have been. 
Former Senator Joseph B. Foraker, 
of Ohio, was the chief witness before 
the senate committee. He appeared to 
deny many of the statements made by 
Mulhall. 
Foraker 
et plained his connection 
with the sale of the Union Pac ific to 
a reorganization committee in 18H7, 
which was brought into the lobby In­ 
vestigation by David Iginiar. 
Lamar 
testified that Foraker, through Influ­ 
ence in Washington, took a leading 
part In the deal, at Lainor’s solicita­ 
tion. 
Foraker testified that the Union Pa­ 
cific owed the United States $30,000,000, 
and one proposal was that the govern­ 
ment receive only part of that sum. 
Foraker swore that he did not figure 
in the case except in an effort to see 
that the government got the whole 
sum. 
Foraker said he had known Mulhall 
since 18113, when he (Foraker) was a 
candidate for governor of Ohio. 
He 
did not know how active Mulhall was 
in his behalf in that campaign. 
"I 
don’t remember that I ever asked him 
to work for me. and I don't know that 
I asked him not to.” he said. 
Foraker denied that he ever favored 
any legislation wanted by the National 
A anociation of Manufacturers, so that 
he talked with Mulhall about legisla­ 
tion in Washington. 
"Before we got so good as we arc 
now,” he said, "I thought it wa* all 
right to answer questions. Of course, 
I never had any idea that these con 
venations were to be made the basis 
of reports by some lobbyist.” 
Foraker flatly denied Mulhall*! tes­ 
timony of a conference at which many 
leading Republicans opposed to the 
nomination of Taft assembled at Fur 
aker'* house to discuss plans for con 
center opposition. "No such confer 
ence was held at my house or else 
where," said Foraker. 
"I did not think 
Mulhall was as 
great a man as he thought he was, 
and I did not think he had as grea* 
Influenc e as he thought he bad. I dbl 
not take him so seriously as he did 
himself,” said Foraker. 
In contrast to those who have de 
nouneed Mulhall as a "liar,” Foraker 
amused his hearers by the calm way 
he talked of Mulhall’/! desire to appear 
with prominent men, talk with them 
and repirt 
what he thought 
they 
thought to his employers. 
Mulhall offer**! his services to For­ 
aker in Hie latter’* campaign for re­ 
cipe *ton to the senate "In return for 
your many kind ac ts for our people.” 
“Now I wa tit to say here," said For­ 
aker, "that I never did any kind acts 
for the National Association of Manu­ 
facturers. 
I opposed what they want­ 
ed with tile cx< option, perhaps, of two 
or three injunction hills. 
Nor do I 
recall that Mulhall or any officer of 
the National Association of Manufact­ 
urers ever called upon me with re­ 
spect to a Wil.” 
The witness read a record showing 
his attitude toward I thor legislation 
in the senate, stating that, with one 
excejition. ba always voted for bills 
favoring I ador.
